Two days later a group of the new arrivals was working 
with our detachment on the bank of the Oder, which was 
the day Lemberg had been taken by the Austrians and 
Germans and news of this victory was proclaimed by the 
ringing of bells throughout the city I noticed two men 
kneeling in prayer. When they had finished I asked them 
what had been the burden of their prayers. ‘‘We thank
